seared almost beyond recognition 
by the flames which swept the 
wrecked cars. 


Thirty passengers were aboard 


the train, which was the Erie No. 
7, enrouts from New York to Chi- 
cago. All had been accounted for 
early today, according to railroad 
officials investigating the tragedy. 
They escaped by crawling out 
through windows of the wracked 
cars. 


Total damages resulting from 


the smash-up, railroad officials 
estimated this morning, would ex- 
ceed $50,000.
